In canosn whern thare are
two rooms doing the sama grade of
work, go to either of them. Puoplis
will then be told exactly which room
and teacher they huave ‘boen asslgn-
ed.” says J. M. McDonald, superin-
tendent of Behools.

“Al ehlldren entering the firat
grade will report to aithey of the
first grade rooms at the West Side
wohool. Asx shon as possible they
will be evenly divided betwoen the
two first grade temchers. The law
permita all puplls six yoars of age
ta enter school If puronts insist
puplls may be admitted provided
they nre six yonrs of age before
January firnt. A new cluss for Tirst
grade puplly will be started at the
middie of the school year. 1t should
be rememboered that children are
often rotarded In the school work
by being siarted oo ¥oung Many
of them ean do betler work by
walling untll they are seven years
ol age.

Btanfleld to enlist thelr further sup.

Wil J. Reberts and D, M. Tag-
gart directed the attentiop of the
directors to the sltuation regarding
the Calro to Vale road and urged
that a united affort be wade with
the people of Vale to secure action
looking toward the eurly constrie-
tlon of the highway aloug the
